Crisis severity equates to Chernobyl

TOKYO - Japan ranked its 
nuclear crisis at the highest 
possible severity on an 
international scale the same 
level as the 1986 Chernobyl 
disaster even as it insisted 
Tuesday that radiation leaks 
are declining at its tsunami- 
crippled nuclear plant. 

The higher rating is an open 
acknowledgement of what 
was widely understood 
already: The nuclear accident 
at the Fukushima Dai-ichi 
plant is the second-worst in 
history. It does not signal a 
worsening of the plant’s status 
in recent days or any new 
health dangers. 

Still, people living nearby 


who have endured a month of 
spewing radiation and frequent 
earthquakes said the change in 
status added to their unease 


despite government efforts to 
play down any notion that the 
crisis poses immediate health 
risks. □

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Piece of the Empire State Building could be yours

NEW YORK - People who 
have always wondered what 
it might be like to dabble in 
a little New York real estate 
may soon be able to dabble in 
a lot of it - by buying a piece 
of its most famous skyscrap¬ 
er, the Empire State Building. 
The Malkin family, which 
controls the 102-story Art 
Deco tower at Fifth Avenue 
and 34th Street, is planning to 
create a publicly traded real 
estate company featuring the 
building, according to three 
executives who had been 
briefed on the plans but spoke 
on the condition of anonymity 
because they were not autho¬ 
rized to discuss the matter. 
The skyscraper draws tens 
of thousands of tourists from 
across the globe every year 
to its 86th-floor observato¬ 
ry, 1,050 feet above the city 
streets. If the Malkin plan is 
successful, New Yorkers, and 
anyone else for that matter, 
will be able to buy stock in 
the company that owns the 
Empire State Building, much 
as Wisconsin residents bought 
stock in the Green Bay Pack¬ 
ers. 

The new company, the ex¬ 
ecutives said, may include a 
number of other office build¬ 
ings controlled by Anthony 
E. Malkin and his father, 
Peter L. Malkin, including 
1 Grand Central, a 55-story, 
1.3 million-square-foot build¬ 
ing across 42nd Street from 
Grand Central Terminal, and

a 26-story building at 250 W. 
57th St., as well as six build¬ 
ings in Westchester County 
and lower Connecticut. 
Anthony Malkin declined to 
comment, but he, his father 
and their partners are hoping 
to cash in on the Empire State 
Building’s international ca¬ 
chet and a commercial real es¬ 
tate market in New York that 
is once again attracting buy¬ 
ers from around the world. 
“Investors the world over are 
clamoring to invest in Man¬ 
hattan office properties, both 


debt and equity,” said Michael 
Knott, a managing director of 
Green Street Advisors. 

Still, the Malkins must clear 
a number of hurdles, not the 
least of which is gaining the 
support of their principal 
partner, the estate of Leona 
Helmsley, which has hired 
advisers to evaluate the pro¬ 
posal, and the 3,400 limited 
partners in the existing com¬ 
pany that owns the Empire 
State Building. 

A public sale would come 
amid a sharp rebound in the 
number of initial public offer¬ 
ings, which roughly tripled in 
the first quarter of 2011 com¬ 
pared with the same period a 
year ago. Stock offerings for 
real estate investment trusts 
have also surged, with a total 
volume of $1 billion, more 
than double the output during 
the same period last year. 

But Knott said that many of 
those recent offerings had not 
performed very well after sell¬ 
ing in the public markets. □ 
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At least not with such candor. 

The longtime boss of the Bonanno crime fam¬ 
ily was asked by a prosecutor, “What powers 
did you have?” Massino, seated at the witness 
stand, offered a quick, matter-of-fact reply. 
“Murders, responsibility for the family, made 
captains, break captains,” he said. 

And so it was that Massino, 68, the only of¬ 
ficial boss of a New York crime family to co¬ 
operate with federal authorities, appeared in 
U.S. District Court in Brooklyn on Tuesday 
and became the first to testify against a former 
confederate. For nearly five hours, Massino 
cataloged his misdeeds, recounting murders 
and other acts of varying criminal scope. 
Massino would tell the jury that the man on 
trial, Vincent Basciano, the family’s former 
acting boss, had spoken to him about ordering 
the killing of Randolph Pizzolo, a Bonanno as¬ 
sociate. Basciano is on trial for ordering Piz¬ 
zolo’s murder. 

But for much of the day, Massino established 
his credentials and gave the jury his view from 
the top, his philosophy of mob management 
and his personal history - all larded with a 
steady stream of culinary metaphors and refer¬ 
ences. 

“If you need somebody to kill somebody, you 
need workers - it takes all kinds of meat to 
make a good sauce,” said the onetime restau¬ 
rateur, catering consultant and coffee truck 
owner, referring to what he said were both 
Basciano’sA skill as a killer and as an earner 
for the crime family. 

He recounted turning to crime as a 12-year- 


old, stealing some homing pigeons. By the 
time he was 14, he had run away from home; 
he said he hitchhiked to Florida, getting arrest¬ 
ed for vagrancy in North Carolina on the way. 
By the 1960s, he said, he had progressed to 
murder, and he testified that he eventually was 
involved in roughly a dozen killings, some 
that he ordered, some that he orchestrated and 
some that he helped carry out. 

Massino’s testimony also highlighted his un¬ 
derworld executive acumen in addition to his 
lifetime of crime, much of it in service of the 
Bonanno family, with which he said he had 
been affiliated with for 33 or 34 years. 

His unassuming appearance, with heavy jowls, 
drooping eyelids and an expansive midsection, 
was belied by his authoritative response to the 
prosecutor, Assistant U.S. Attorney Taryn A. 
Merkl, who took him through his personal 
and professional history. (He will not undergo 
cross-examination until Wednesday or Thurs- 
day.) 

Massino began cooperating with the authori¬ 
ties after he was convicted of seven murders 
in 2004, for which he faced life in prison, and 
was set to go to trial for an eighth, for which 
he could have faced the death penalty. By tes¬ 
tifying for the government, he is seeking some 
leniency. Dressed in a zippered black and gray 
paneled jogging suit with a white T-shirt vis¬ 
ible beneath, he alternately rested his folded 
hands on the edge of the witness stand or on 
his belly as he answered her questions about 
his early crimes, his rise in the Bonanno fam¬ 
ily and his management of hundreds of mem¬ 
bers and associates after he became boss in 
1991.□ 
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US action in Muslim world conflicts

WASHINGTON - The head 
of a global Islamic group 
Tuesday called for the United 
States to be more active in 
solving conflicts in the Mus¬ 
lim world, in particular the 
long-running dispute between 
Israelis and Palestinians. 

In a speech to open the US- 
Islamic World Forum, Ekmel- 
eddin Ihsanoglu, Secretary 
General of the Organization 
of the Islamic Conference 
(OIC), said the Middle East 
peace process should be the 
cornerstone of US-Muslim 
world relations and called on 
Washington to take a “more 
active role in seeking solu¬ 
tions to conflict-ridden situa¬ 
tions in the Muslim world.” 
The Muslim world has “seen 
improvements” in relations 
with the United States since 
President Barack Obama 
took office, said Ihsanoglu, 
but tensions between the two 
sides will persist if the Israel- 
Palestinian conflict is not re¬ 
solved. 

“There are certain concerns I 
should say certain grievances

concerning the Palestinian is¬ 
sue,” Ihsanoglu told reporters. 
“This should be addressed in 
a concrete way. 

Without addressing these is¬ 
sues properly,

world and the United States,” 
he said. 

US Senator John Kerry called 
at the three-day forum for 
“anyone here who can inter¬ 
vene and play a role to do so,” 
to help revive the peace talks 
between Palestinians and Is¬ 
raelis, which broke down last 
year. 

Since then, the Palestinians, 


with backing from Britain, 
France and Germany, have 
been pushing for the Middle 
East diplomatic Quartet, com¬ 
prised of the three European 
nations and the United States, 
to lay down clear parameters 
for any new negotiations. 
Those parameters would in¬ 
clude a reference to the bor¬ 
ders that existed before the 
1967 Six Day War, and the 
establishment of Jerusalem 
as the capital of both states. 
The Palestinians also want the 
Quartet to issue a condemna¬ 
tion of continuing Israeli set¬ 
tlement expansion. 

On Tuesday, as the US-Islam- 
ic World forum opened, dip¬ 
lomats at the United Nations 
said Washington had blocked 
a bid to break the deadlock in 
the Middle East peace process 
by not agreeing to a meet¬ 
ing in Berlin where Britain, 
France and Germany wanted 
to outline a settlement to the 
Israel-Palestinian conflict.

Diplomacy breaks down 
amid Justin Bieber lever

JERUSALEM - Teenage pop 
idol Justin Bieber became em¬ 
broiled in a diplomatic imbro¬

“Sadly,” the spokesman said, 
“that proved impossible,” 
suggesting that Bieber’s rep¬ 
resentatives had turned down 
the idea of including the 
children. □

DETROIT - Detroit must cut 
$200 million in spending or 
face a takeover by the state of 
Michigan, Mayor Dave Bing 
said on Tuesday. 

With the city’s population 
dropping to a 100-year low, 
while its budget deficit is pro¬ 
jected to climb to $1.2 billion 
by fiscal 2015, Bing outlined 
a plan to the city council to 
balance Detroit’s finances 
over five years. 

That plan includes cuts in per¬ 
sonnel costs, a one-year sus¬ 
pension of a payment to em¬ 
ployee pensions, and a tempo¬ 
rary gambling tax increase. 

“If we are unable or unwill¬ 
ing to make these changes, an 
emergency financial manager 
will be appointed by the state 


to make them for us. It’s that 
simple,” Bing said in his bud¬ 
get address. 

In March, Governor Rick 
Snyder signed into law a bill 
that bulks up the state’s ability 
to intervene in fiscally trou¬ 
bled local governments and 
appoint someone to oversee 
them. The new law also gives 
state-appointed financial 
managers the power to modi¬ 
fy or end collective bargaining 
agreements with public sector 
workers a move that sparked 
pro-union demonstrations in 
the state capitol earlier this 
year. Bing, who pegged the 
current deficit at $ 155 million, 
said the city council, unions 
and the pension boards had to 
work together to turn around 


Detroit’s finances. Otherwise, 
he said, the state will step in 
and “existing contracts will 
be voided, legislative powers 
will be stripped and decisions 
will be made without the in¬ 
put of elected officials or resi¬ 
dents.” 

“I want to make sure we’re not 
the group that’s the answer to 
the trivia question Who was 
in charge of the city of Detroit 
when the emergency financial 
manager came in and took 
over?” said Council Member 
James Tate. 

Detroit’s shaky finances are 
a major concern in the $2.9 
trillion municipal bond mar¬ 
ket, where the city’s bonds 
are rated in the junk category. 
Detroit was also cited in a re¬ 
cent Reuters poll as a poten¬ 
tial candidate for rarely used 
municipal bankruptcy. 

The mayor’s proposed fis¬ 
cal 2012 $3.11 billion all¬ 
funds budget includes nearly 
$1.22 billion of general fund 
spending, according to budget 
documents. Some of Bing’s 
budget-balancing proposals 
depend on getting bills passed 
through the Republican-con- 
trolled Michigan Legislature. 
They include the higher tax 
on Detroit casinos, pension 
reforms, the suspension of 
state driver licenses for three 
unpaid Detroit parking tickets 
and the continuation of the 
city’s ability to collect income 
and utility taxes.Q 


Budget cuts food aid, 
stewardship programs

WASHINGTON - Programs that help poor mothers buy food 
and that share the cost of land stewardship would be cut under 
government-wide reductions unveiled on Tuesday. 

The cuts are part of an agreement that averted a government 
shutdown. Lawmakers were to vote on the $28 billion package 
this week. 

According to the House Appropriations Committee, cuts totaling 
$2.6 billion would be made in Agriculture Department funds 
for this fiscal year, ending on September 30. The USD A was 
expected to spend $108 billion this year, the bulk of it on public 
nutrition programs, such as food stamps and school lunches. 
With the year half-over, “it becomes twice as hard” to make the 
cuts, said Agriculture Secretary Tom Vilsack. He will meet with 
program directors later Tuesday to discuss how to implement 
the cuts. 

A $504 million cut in the so-called the WIC Women, Infants 
and Children program can be met by eliminating reserve funds, 
Vilsack told a meeting of the North American Agricultural 
Journalists. 

WIC provides additional food to low-income pregnant women, 
new mothers and their children. The program was estimated to 
serve 9.3 million people this year at a cost of $7.2 billion.Q

AUSTIN, Texas - Texas Gov. 
Rick Perry is praising a deal 
that would cut the strings at¬ 
tached to $830 million in 
stimulus funds for Texas. 
Perry has repeatedly blasted 
Austin congressman Lloyd 
Doggett for requiring Texas to 
use the money to boost educa¬ 
tion spending, not just use it 
to replace state funds. Repub¬ 
licans negotiated the repeal 
of the Doggett amendment 
when it cut a deal to avoid 


a government shutdown. 
Congress is expected to ap¬ 
prove the deal later this week. 
Perry calls the Democratic 
measure a political stunt that 
never should have passed 
and is praising Republicans 
in Congress for getting it re¬ 
pealed. Texas is facing a $27 
billion budget shortfall over 
the next two years. The fed¬ 
eral budget deal negotiated to 
avoid a government shutdown 
would remove the strings 
a Democratic congressman 
had attached to $830 million 
in stimulus funds for public 
education in Texas. If passed 
into law as expected later this 
week, the bill would remove 
a requirement that Republican 
Gov. Rick Perry use the funds 
to supplement existing school 
spending rather than just re¬ 
place state funds in order to 
balance the budget.□

Jury convicts mom who withheld cancer mods

LAWRENCE, Mass. - A 

Massachusetts woman who 


withheld at-home chemother¬ 
apy medications from her au¬ 
tistic, cancer-stricken son was 
convicted of attempted mur¬ 
der Tuesday by jurors who 
dismissed her claim that she 
thought the side effects of the 
treatment could kill him. 
Kristen LaBrie also was found 
guilty of child endangerment 
and assault and battery for 
failing to give her son, Jeremy 
Fraser, at least five months of 
cancer medications after the 
boy was diagnosed with non- 
Hodgkins lymphoma in 2006. 
He died in 2009 at age 9. 
LaBrie, 38, told the jury she 
stopped giving him the medi¬ 
cations because she couldn’t 
bear to see how sick the side 
effects made him. 

Prosecutors portrayed her as 
a single mother seething with 


resentment because she had to 
care for Jeremy alone. 

LaBrie, who appeared teary- 
eyed but resigned as the ver¬ 
dict was read, consoled her 
sobbing sister in the front row. 
“Tell everybody I’m OK. It’s 
going to be OK. I love you, 
too,” LaBrie said. 

As she was led away in hand¬ 
cuffs, she mouthed “I love 
you” to her family. 

Jeremy’s oncologist, Dr. Ali¬ 
son Friedmann of Massachu¬ 
setts General Hospital, had 
testified that she told LaBrie 
her son’s cancer had a cure 
rate of 85 percent to 90 per¬ 
cent under a two-year, five- 
phase treatment plan that in¬ 
cluded some hospital stays, 
regular visits to the hospital 
clinic to receive chemothera¬ 
py treatments and at-home ad¬ 
ministration of several cancer 
medications. □

CHARLESTON, South 
Carolina - In the pre-dawn 
hours on Tuesday, about two 
dozen Union Army re-enac- 
tors raised a 3 3-star American 
flag over Fort Sumter in South 
Carolina’s Charleston Harbor. 
Soon after, a signal shot from a 


nearby fort sparkled in the air 
and cannon fire commenced, 
just as it did 150 years ago to 
begin the American Civil War. 
The first shots fired on April 
12, 1861, marked the start of 
what would be a defining time 
in U.S. history. 

The Civil War took 620,000 
American lives and ended the 


country’s institution of slav¬ 
ery. 

The National Park Service 
and the city of Charleston 
aimed for the sesquicentenni- 
al events to be both inclusive 
and true to history. 

“Four million enslaved Af¬ 
rican Americans saw this as 
their revolution,” said Robert 
Sutton, chief historian of the 
National Park Service, whose 
theme for the sesquicenten- 
nial nationwide is “Civil War 
to Civil Rights.” 

“Today we commemorate the 
beginning of the Civil War, 
but we also celebrate the fact 
that, with the end of the war 
and with the 13 th amendment 
to the Constitution, more peo¬ 
ple were freed from enslave¬ 
ment at one time than at any 
time in world history,” Sut¬ 
ton told the crowd gathered at 
Fort Sumter for commemora¬ 
tive ceremonies. □

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looking for renewed magic in Beaujolais

You don’t have to scratch 
too far under the surface 
of most wine lovers to find 
fond, possibly romanticized 
memories of a special bottle 
that changed everything for 
them. 

Before that bottle they may 
have liked wine well enough. 
But then, often by chance, 
they drank a particular 
glass that opened them up 
to the range of possibilities 
in a bottle, transforming 


them into wine fanatics who 
forever after would plot ways 
of repeating that illuminating 
experience. 

Often, the epiphany came after 
drinking one of the greats: 
a Bordeaux, a Burgundy, a 
Barolo, an old Napa cabernet. 
The pantheon was not a 
prerequisite: For me, the wine 
that opened the doors was a 
humble barbera d’Alba. 
Younger people today, 
though, will rarely have the 
opportunities to drink the 
great wines that previous 
generations were almost able 


to take for granted. They are 
simply too expensive. 
Fortunately, far more good 
wines are available now than 
30 years ago, especially on the 
humble end. Beginning wine 
drinkers have many more 
options for that transformative 
bottle. I think if I were to 
choose one wine today to serve 
with the hope of galvanizing 
interest, I might very well 
pick what for me epitomizes 
sheer deliciousness: a good 
Beaujolais. 

It seems both an obvious 
choice and an absurd one. 
In the last quarter of the 
20th century, Beaujolais’ 
historic reputation as a juicy, 
joyous wine was at odds 
with its descent into a banal 
beverage more noteworthy 
for the marketing success of 
Beaujolais nouveau than for 
pleasure in the glass. 

But in the last 15 years, 
Beaujolais has come back 
strong. Numerous small 
producers, focused squarely 
on quality, have seized the 
initiative in the region, setting 
a template for success in 


Beaujolais. In the process, 
they have not only revived 
the reputation of Beaujolais 
for exuberant, spirited wines, 
but have also won the region 
new respect for complexity 
and even age-worthiness. 
This is especially true of 
wines from the 10 crus, the 
highest echelon of Beaujolais 
terroir, which include the five 
best-known: Brouilly, Fleurie, 
Julienas, Morgon and Moulin- 
a-Vent. 

To get a sense of how far 
Beaujolais has come, raves 
for the 2009 vintage brought 
about a huge demand, 
something unheard of in 
this particular comer of the 
wine world since the heights 
of interest in Beaujolais 
nouveau. Yet along with the 
huzzahs, I have also heard 
a few dissenting voices 
suggesting that the 4 09s are 
not above reproach. 

To judge for ourselves, the 
wine panel recently tasted 
20 bottles from the 4 09 
vintage, focusing on the five 
less-heralded cms: Chenas, 
Chiroubles, Cote de Brouilly, 



Regnie and St.-Amour. For 
the tasting, Florence Fabricant 
and I were joined by Daniel 
Johnnes, wine director for 
the Daniel Boulud restaurant 
group, and Byron Bates, a 
sommelier who plans to open 
a natural wine bar in the East 
Village this fall.Q

When the group on the third 
floor called down to ask for 
some Ping-Pong balls, the 
concierges at the Sebastian 
Hotel in Vail, Colo., didn’t bat 
an eye. 

When the same group want¬ 
ed plastic cups an hour later, 
the concierges said, sure, no 
problem. 

But when the call came down 
soon after for banquet tables, 
the Sebastian staff collective¬ 
ly rolled their eyes and put an 
end to it. 

“We’ll try to accommodate 
just about any request,” says 
Iva Delorey, guest services 
manager for the Sebastian. 
“But that was going a little 
too far.” 

Delorey says her main job 
description at one of Vail’s 
newest and hottest properties 
is “trying to make sure that 
the guests have a wonderful 
time” - stopping, maybe, at 
Olympics-style beer pong in 
the rooms - and that includes 
overseeing the three-member 
concierge department that the 
hotel staffs two at a time from 
7 a.m. to 9 p.m. daily. 

By definition, a concierge is a 
hotel employee who “assists 
guests.” 

It’s a tradition that evolved 
in Europe from positions in 
apartment buildings, where 
concierges would serve as 
butlers who watched over the 
units when residents went out 
of town. 

Nowadays, in hotels around 
the world, the concierge is 
expected to assist in what¬ 
ever way the guest asks, from 
making dinner reservations 
to helping plan the ultimate 
wedding proposal. 

“They can do anything for a 
guest, starting with pre-arriv¬ 
al, such as how to get to us 
or how they are going to be 
spending their time,” says De¬ 


lorey. “Do they need lift tick¬ 
ets or ski lessons, or are they 
celebrating a birthday here 
and they want balloons and 
cake in the room?” 

The truth, however, 
is that the majority 
of travelers never 
use a hotel con¬ 
cierge, either be¬ 
cause the concierge 
is considered to be a 
perk for elite guests 
or they feel that their 
request is too trivial. 

“A lot of people are intimi¬ 
dated by the concierge,” says 
Delorey. “That’s a shame, be¬ 
cause we are trained to have 
all of this information. We 
know the area, and we want to 
share our knowledge.” 

We asked Delorey to give us 
the inside scoop on working 
with a hotel concierge. 

QUESTION: What is OK to 
request from a concierge? 
ANSWER: Dinner reserva¬ 
tions, restaurant recommenda¬ 
tions, places to go and things 
to do in the area, directions 


or for maps, if you are look¬ 
ing for a store that sells cer¬ 
tain things - these are all 
things that the concierge is 
well trained to recommend 
and help you plan. 
Also, people come 
on vacation and 
they forget things, 
so the concierge can 
help you track them 
down, and even go 
get them for you if 
you’re busy. I usual¬ 
ly get very excited when I get 
asked about things they don’t 
do on a regular basis, like a 
hot air balloon when they are 
going to propose, or a private 
sleigh ride. 

Q: What isn’t OK to request? 
A: We have had a guest before 
ask for an escort. We referred 
them to the Yellow Pages. 
That is not something we are 
able to help them with. And 
anything illegal, of course, or 
destructive. 

But other than that, it’s hard to 
think of anything we won’t at 
least consider. □

A Big Fee Festival

I am not so big on luxury 
travel. I’m simply too cheap, 
even when I’m traveling on 
the company dime. 

These days, living in southern 
Arizona, my idea of first-class 
transportation is a good horse 
(All that legroom! No security 
agents pawing at you and your 
saddlebag!). And I’m still 
bragging about the hotel rate I 

got the last time I was in New York: a cool $89 a night at the La 
Quinta Inn near Kennedy International Airport - including free 
breakfast and Internet, plus an airport shuttle. 

Nevertheless, after a long recession in the hospitality industry 
that cut deepest at the top-end properties, upscale hotels have 
been climbing back. According to Smith Travel Research, the 
leading industry analyst, occupancy rates were up 18.1 percent 
and average room rates up 9.9 percent in the “upper-upscale” 
segment of the domestic hotel industry for the week that 
ended April 2, over the comparable week in 2010. Both rate 
increases led the industry. Luxury hotel people now use terms 
like “frugal fatigue” to explain why many upscale customers 
who had switched to less expensive hotels with fewer amenities 
during the recession are now coming back. But most executives 
I know in this exalted segment of the industry have also been 
saying that once good times did return, luxury customers would 
probably be far more demanding of “value.” 

As to “value,” let’s consider what many business travelers 
regard as the most annoying aspect of staying in these hotels: 
being nickel and dimed with fees and surcharges. We have 
become accustomed to free Internet, free parking, free breakfast 
and maybe even a free nightly cocktail hour at many midscale 
and sometimes even economy-scale chain hotels. But five-star 
hotels and luxury convention hotels have long been notorious 
for slapping on extra fees for a wide range of services. 

Like many business travelers, I’ll opt for the convenient 
midscale hotel brand whenever I can. But on occasion, there 
is no choice but a high-end hotel for events like days-long 
business conferences. 

I did this last week, when I stayed for two nights at the splendidly 
named Arizona Biltmore A Waldorf Astoria Resort, a venerable 
resort spread across 39 lushly manicured acres in Phoenix. It’s 
a beautiful property that does a big convention business. I wish 
I could say my stay reflected the new attitude toward value. But 
let’s examine the billing and fees. 

When I booked in early March, I got a confirmation, $654.70 
for both nights, including taxes. My credit card was billed for a 
one-night deposit, $327.35. 

But when I checked out, the total room rate came to $672.70 
- $18 more. The breakdown on my statement at checkout 
was interesting. There was a charge of $12 for something 
mysteriously listed as “Bellman Grat-Porterage,” a gratuity fee 
for bellhop service I did not require or use.Q 
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Forgotten underclass: 
part-time workers

NEW YORK - Today is Equal 
Pay Day, which symbolizes 
how many weeks into 2011 
women must work simply 
to match what men made in 
2010. 

It’s a stunning pay gap, but 
there’s a growing class of 
workers whose conditions are 
even more outrageous: part- 
timers. The great recession 
has forced millions of full¬ 
time workers to accept the 
second-class status of lower 
pay and near-zero benefits. 
Indeed, involuntary part-time 
employment has doubled in 
the past five years to 8.4 mil¬ 
lion, while the total number of 
part-timer workers has swol¬ 
len to 27 million. Yet for all 
we hear about their plight, 
they might as well be working 
on the moon. 

Private stimulus 
This must change. Promoting 
high-quality, part-time work is 
not only a basic fairness issue 
it is sound policy for a slug¬ 
gish economy. Equal pay for 
equal work would raise fam¬ 
ily incomes across the board, 
providing a much-needed pri¬ 
vate stimulus. 

Who are these 
part-time work¬ 
ers? Two-thirds 
are women, 
most of them 
mothers who are 
trying to provide 
for their fami¬ 
lies or hang onto their careers 
while also raising children. 
An increasing number are 
men who have lost full-time 
jobs or who are looking for a 
second job as family incomes 
become more precarious. 
Many are seniors, facing the 
same economic pressures. 
Part-time workers pay a steep 
price, very simply, because 
part-time work usually pays 
less per hour than the same 
or equivalent work performed 
by full-timers. A recent re¬ 
port from the Joint Economic 
Committee, “The Earnings 
Penalty for Part-time Work: 
An Obstacle to Equal Pay,” 
confirms this fact. For ex¬ 
ample, in sales and related 
occupations, part-time work-

ers earn as little as 58 cents 
for every dollar of earnings a 
full-time worker receives for 
the same time on the job. 
Part-time workers, routinely 
excluded from basic labor 
laws, are also disproportion¬ 
ately denied such benefits as 
health insurance, pensions, 
family leave, and sick days. 

Merits of the Dutch model 
It doesn’t have to be this way. 
For example, in the Nether¬ 
lands, a major shift to fairly 
compensated part-time work 
has proven to be an effec¬ 
tive strategy in combating 
unemployment. While the 
Dutch system is not perfect, 
the country’s commitment to 
well-paid part-time jobs with 
benefits has made workers 
there, particularly mothers, 
far less vulner¬ 
able than they are 
here in the United 
States. Whether 
it could have the 
same effect here 
might be open to 
debate, but it is an 
approach worth 
trying in the face of historic 
unemployment. Promoting 
high quality part-time work is 
also good for business. Over¬ 
whelming data shows flexible 
work arrangements help low¬ 
er turnover, increase produc¬ 
tivity, and improve employee 
loyalty. In these tough eco¬ 
nomic times, part-time work 
is also an effective strategy 
to reduce costs and minimize 
layoffs. Some argue the part- 
time penalty is justified be¬ 
cause many part-time workers 
choose to work part-time. But 
choices are not made in a vac¬ 
uum. In a country where mil¬ 
lions of workers are denied 
paid sick days, family leave, 
and any control over their 
work hours. □

Congress playing chicken with debt debate

WASHINGTON Now that 
Congress has passed a budget 
and we have avoided a gov¬ 
ernment shutdown, we can 
all take a deep breath and re¬ 
lax, right? Not so fast. If you 
are tuned in to politics at all, 
you have probably heard talk 
about the national debt ceil¬ 
ing—and about the dire conse¬ 
quences we could face if Con¬ 
gress does not vote to raise it. 
Will we see lawmakers play 
another game of chicken with 
financial disaster? The answer 
is: quite possibly. 

Before 1917, Congress used 
to authorize every Treasury 
debt sale. But as World War I 
began, lawmakers decided to 
set an overall limit 
—now known as the debt 
ceiling so the Treasury could 
issue as many Liberty Bonds 
as it needed within that lim¬ 
it. Since that time, anytime 
the government gets close 
to the debt ceiling, Congress

is required to raise it, which 
has happened 74 times since 
1962. The last time the debt 
ceiling was raised was in 
February 2010, when it was 
placed at $14.3 trillion. 

Now the United States will 
hit the limit again. According 
to Treasury Secretary Timo¬ 
thy Geithner, May 16 is the 
new deadline for avoiding big 
problems that would come 
with hitting the debt ceil¬ 
ing. In a letter to Congress, 
Geithner warned of dire con¬ 
sequences that could ensue if 
the debt ceiling is not raised. 


“Default would cause a fi¬ 
nancial crisis potentially 
more severe than the crisis 
from which we are only now 
starting to recover,” Geithner 
wrote in his April 4 letter to 
Congress, adding that failure 
to raise the debt ceiling is “un¬ 
thinkable.” 

Geithner has repeatedly em¬ 
phasized that catastrophe 
could ensue if the debt ceil¬ 
ing is not raised. In an earlier 
letter to Congress, he wrote, 
“[CJhanging the debt limit 
does not alter or increase the 
obligations we have as a na¬ 
tion; it simply permits the 
Treasury to fund those obli¬ 
gations Congress has already 
established.” 

The Treasury Department 
could hold off the consequenc¬ 
es for about eight extra weeks 
by taking “extraodinary mea¬ 
sures.” But, Geithner said, 
once that time runs out, the 
U.S. government would begin 
to default on its obligations.

A wandering eye: 


Good for your relationship? 


NEW YORK - Researchers 
discover that, when restricted 
from scoping out good-look¬ 
ing strangers, people’s ardor 
for their current partners suf¬ 
fers 

Forbidden fruit may be sweet, 
as the old saying goes, but it 
can sure sour a relationship. 
Still, a new study suggests 
that if your partner’s eye wan¬ 
ders, it might be best to just 
let him or her enjoy the view. 
Here, a guide to the research: 
What was the study about? 
Researchers tested the idea 
that we want what we can’t 
have by conducting experi¬ 
ments on college students in 
various stages of romantic 
relationships. In a report pub¬ 
lished in the Journal of Per¬ 
sonality and Social Psychol¬ 
ogy, the researchers say that 
“reining in a wandering eye 
leads people to devalue com¬ 
mitment and remember cute 
strangers better” the same 
way “people want jobs they 
cannot have, salaries they can¬ 
not earn, and cars they cannot 
afford.” That means that “you 
may want to think twice be¬

fore slapping your boyfriend 
on the wrist for cocking his 
head at that hot girl who just 
walked by,” says Andrea Uku 
at StyleCaster. 

How was the research con¬ 
ducted? 

In one experiment, 42 under¬ 
grads were shown pairs of 
faces on a computer screen; 
each pair consisted of an ar¬ 
guably attractive person and a 
more average-looking person. 
Some of the students had their 
attention subtly diverted from 
the more attractive faces. This 
group subsequently reported 
that they were less satisfied in 
their relationships and more 
open to infidelity than the 
other testees. A similar exper¬ 
iment found that students who 
were diverted from concen¬ 


trating on the hotties actually 
remembered and recognized 
them more consistently. 

So it’s OK if your partner 
drools over other people? 

Not exactly. If your partner 
does that while you stew in 
jealousy, “there’s probably a 
larger problem at hand,” says 
Meredith Melnick. And these 
studies do have some limita¬ 
tions, says Dr. John Grohol 
at PsychCentral. Most of 
the college students were in 
relatively new relationships, 
so it’s not clear if the find¬ 
ings would apply to older 
couples. The researchers also 
didn’t track the subjects over 
time, so they don’t know if 
the changes in attitudes led to 
actual infidelity or other rela¬ 
tionship problems. 

What if you don’t even want 
to ogle others? 

Some research has found that 
men and women who don’t 
notice beautiful people of the 
opposite sex “tend to be more 
satisfied in their own relation¬ 
ships and are more likely to 
stay with their partners long 
term,” says Melnick.□

Mubarak in hospital after probe summons

Ouanara urges peace 
after rival captured

ABIDJAN - Ivory Coast’s 
internationally recognized 
president, Alassane Ouattara, 
called for peace after his rival 
was arrested with the help of 
French forces, but he faces a 
huge task reuniting a country 
shattered by civil war. 
Ouattara, who won a No¬ 
vember presidential election 
according to U.N.-certified 
results, can finally begin as¬ 
serting his authority over the 
West African country after his 
predecessor Laurent Gbagbo 
was captured on Monday, 
ending more than four months 
of stand-off that descended 
into all-out conflict. 

Gbagbo, who had refused 
to step down after 10 years 
in power, was arrested after 
French forces in the former 
colony closed in on the bun¬ 
ker where he had been holed 
up for the past week, and 
placed under the control of 
Ouattara’s forces. 

That has left Ouattara as the 
sole leader in charge of the 
country, although many ana¬ 
lysts say it may not be enough 


to end the fighting that has 
bloodied the world’s top co¬ 
coa grower. 

“I call on my fellow country¬ 
men to abstain from all forms 
of reprisal and violence,” 
Ouattara said in a speech on 
his TCI television late on 
Monday, calling for “a new 
era of hope.” 

“Our country has turned a 
painful page in its history,” he 
said, urging marauding youth 
militias to lay down their 
weapons and promising to re¬ 
store security to the battered 
nation. 

Ethnic violence has festered 
during Ouattara’s lengthy tug- 
of-war with Gbagbo, particu¬ 
larly in the west of the coun¬ 
try, with hundreds of people 
killed as both sides in the 
conflict committed atrocities 
against civilians, aid groups 
say. 

Ouattara said Gbagbo, his 
wife and aides who have been 
detained will face justice. But 
he also promised a South Af¬ 
rican-styled Truth and Recon¬ 
ciliation Commission to shed 
light on all crimes and human 
rights abuses.Q 


CAIRO - Former Egyptian

VATICAN CITY - The Vati¬ 
can has sanctioned a Belgian 
bishop who resigned last year 
after admitting he had sexual¬ 
ly abused his nephew, saying 
he can no longer act as a priest 
in public and may risk further 
church sanctions. 

The Vatican on Tuesday clari¬ 
fied the punishment against 
the former Bruges Bishop 
Roger Vangheluwe after Bel¬ 
gian bishops reported over the 


weekend that he had merely 
been sent outside Belgium 
for spiritual and psychologi¬ 
cal counseling, a seemingly 
cushy punishment given the 
seriousness of the crime. 

The decision was the first 
known application of the Vat¬ 
ican’s new sex abuse norms 
approved last year giving the 
Congregation for the Doctrine 
of the Faith jurisdiction to in¬ 
vestigate and punish bishops 
not just priests who abuse 
minors. 

The ultimate possible penalty: 
defrocking, or laicization in 
church-speak. 

Previously, when bishops 
committed canonical crimes 
the pope dealt with them by 
delegating the cases to vari¬ 
ous Vatican offices or the Ro¬ 
man Rota, a Vatican court. 

The Vatican has long been ac¬ 
cused by sex abuse victims of 
having let off the hook those 
bishops who themselves mo¬ 
lested minors or helped cover 
up the crimes of priests who

KHARTOUM, Sudan - 

Heavy clashes between the 
Sudanese army and a co¬ 
alition of armed groups in 
Northern Darfur has caused a 
number of casualties on both 
sides, the army and the rebels 
said on Tuesday. 

“An SAF (northern army) 
patrol was attacked on Sun¬ 
day by joint forces of the 
Justice and Equality Move¬ 
ment (JEM) and (Minni) Min- 
nawi’s branch of the Sudan 
Liberation Army (SLA) in 
north Darfur,” army spokes¬ 
man Sawarmi Khaled Saad 
told. 

“The fighting resulted in a 
number of casualties and peo¬ 
ple injured from both sides, 
but we don’t have the details 
yet. SAF destroyed 10 of their 
vehicles.” The joint UN-Afri- 
can Union peacekeeping mis¬ 
sion (UNAMID) confirmed 
there had been fighting in 
an area far north of the state 


capital El-Fasher, and reported 
more clashes on Tuesday. 
“UNAMID has received infor¬ 
mation from an armed move¬ 
ment that its position in Muz- 
bat, located approximately 60 
kilometres northeast of the 
mission’s nearest team site, 
was attacked on April 10,” 
said a source with the peace¬ 
keepers. 


“Yesterday (Monday), armed 
elements of JEM and SLA- 
Abdelwahid were observed in 
the region.” 

“Then, shortly afterwards, 
peacekeepers witnessed a 
buildup of government forces. 
Fighting was reported today 
between the armed move¬ 
ments and the government,” 
the source added. □

Amnesty for dictatorship crimes debated

MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay - Uruguay’s sen¬ 
ate debated Tuesday whether to annul an am¬ 
nesty for crimes against humanity committed 
during the 1973-85 dictatorship, with a narrow 
majority expected to overrule voters who up¬ 
held the law in two referendums. 

Backed by leftist President Jose Mujica, the 
measure would then return to the lower house 
for minor changes and could become law by 
May 20 the day Uruguay honors the political 
prisoners who were kidnapped and killed dur¬ 
ing the military junta’s crackdown on leftists. 


Courts could then prosecute 
human rights violations com¬ 
mitted in Uruguay, fulfilling a 
key demand of the leftist wing 
of the governing Broad Front 
coalition and complying with a 
2009 Supreme Court ruling that 
found the amnesty unconstitu¬ 
tional. 

Opposition parties on the right 
and Uruguay’s retired military 
are angry at the change, and the 
issue has roiled the governing 
coalition as well, challenging a 
common political ground this 
small nation has built through 
nearly a quarter-century of de¬ 
mocracy. 

While Argentina has made a priority of pros¬ 
ecuting “dirty war” crimes and Chileans are 
proud of the human rights prosecutions by their 
independent judiciary, Uruguay has largely 
avoided probing old wounds. 

The military amnesty law passed in 1986 as a 
complement to an earlier amnesty for crimes by 
leftists has protected most uniformed officials 
ever since. A peace commission found in 2003 
that 175 political opponents were eliminated 
during the 12-year dictatorship, including 26 in 
clandestine torture centers in Uruguay.□

Australia to clamp down on gambling

UNITED NATIONS - A panel 
of UN experts on Tuesday 
handed over a report on al¬ 
leged war crimes in Sri Lanka 
against Tamil separatists to 
UN leader Ban Ki-moon, his 
spokesman said. 

But the United Nations would 
not say whether the panel was 
allowed to go to Sri Lanka, 
which publicly had refused 
to recognize the three-mem¬ 
ber panel. “During a meeting 
today in New York, the sec¬ 
retary general received the 
members of the panel of ex¬ 
perts established to advise him 
on accountability issues with 
respect to the conflict in Sri 
Lanka,” said deputy spokes¬ 
man Farhan Haq. “He will 
study the report carefully and 
will determine his next steps 
in the coming days,” Haq told 
reporters. A copy of the report 
has been sent to the Sri Lank¬ 
an government “as a matter 
of courtesy before making it 


public,” the spokesman added. 
Haq would not say whether 
the panel had been allowed 
to go to Sri Lanka, declaring 
only that details would be in 
the report when it is released. 
The United States has led calls 
for a full investigation into the 
deaths of civilians in the final 
months of fighting between 
Sri Lankan troops and the 
separatist Liberation Tigers of 
Tamil Eelam (LTTE). 

Troops wiped out the rebels in 
May 2009, ending decades of 
civil war. The United Nations 
said at least 7,000 civilians 
perished in the final fight¬ 
ing, while international rights 
groups have put the toll at 
more than 30,000. 

The United States said last 
week that future cooperation 
with Sri Lanka depended on 
improvements in its human 
rights record and an account¬ 
ing of the bloodshed at the end 
of the war.Q 


SYDNEY - Australian leader 
Julia Gillard vowed on Tues¬ 
day to clamp down on prob¬ 
lem slot machine gambling as 
the pubs that host the popular 
games launched a Aus$20 
million advertising blitz at¬ 
tacking the move. 

Clubs and pubs this week 
unleashed their campaign 
against the government’s pro¬ 
posal to force those who gam¬ 
ble on the “pokies” to sign 
registration cards on which 
they set limits on how much 
they can lose. 

Prime Minister Gillard, whose 
coalition government holds a 
fragile one-seat majority, said 
problem gambling caused 
“human misery” and should 
not be profited from. 

“I come from a part of Mel¬ 
bourne where we know what 
it’s like to see people who put 
so much money into poker 
machines that they break the 
family budget, they can’t feed 
the kids, they end up with their 
houses being repossessed by 
the bank,” Gillard told report¬ 
ers in Canberra. 

“People like to have a bet but 
I don’t think they like to see 
their fellow Australians suf¬ 
fer, so it’s the right thing to 
have an appropriate package 
to tackle problem gambling.” 
Some 600,000 Australians 
four percent of the adult pop¬

ulation are estimated to play 
pokies at least weekly, with 
about 95,000 classed as prob¬ 
lem gamblers in a study pub¬ 
lished last year by the Produc¬ 
tivity Commission. 

The commission recommend¬ 
ed imposing voluntary loss 
limits to address the issue and 
Gillard promised to introduce 
such a scheme by 2014 as part 
of a deal with independent MP 
Andrew Wilkie, who is key to 
her grip on power. 

But the Australian Hotels As¬ 
sociation and Clubs Australia 
hit back in their advertising 
campaign, arguing that the 
plan amounts to a “licence just 
so you can have a $5 punt” 
and will involve a loss of free¬ 
dom and privacy. 


The clubs, which pay hefty 
state government charges to 
have the money-spinning ma¬ 
chines, argue that they strong¬ 
ly contribute to communities 
and sporting organisations 
and would suffer under the 
proposed changes. 

The Productivity Commis¬ 
sion found that the pokies, a 
common feature of Australia’s 
pubs, carried an especially 
high risk for problem gam¬ 
bling, which comes at enor¬ 
mous social cost. 

Australians’ gambling losses 
totalled more than Aus$ 19 bil¬ 
lion in 2008-2009, according 
to the commission, with each 
player an average of about 
Aus$ 1,500 out of pocket ev¬

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Pass the Boone Pickens bill 

fuel we have in abundance:

On Wednesday, amid all the 
hullabaloo over the budget 
battles, a simple, discrete and 
largely overlooked bill was 
dropped into the congressio¬ 
nal hopper. Sponsored by two 
Democrats and two Republi¬ 
cans - that’s right: an actual 
bipartisan piece of legislation 
- its official title is the New 
Alternative Transportation 
to Give Americans Solutions 
Act, or the Nat Gas Act, for 
short. People in the know, 
however, call it the Boone 
Pickens bill. 

Boone Pickens and I go way 
back; he was the subject of 
my first-ever business story, 
for Texas Monthly, nearly 
30 years ago. Though we’ve 
had our ups and downs since 
then, and though our politics 
are very different, I like and 
respect him. In recent years, 
we’ve become friends. 

Which is to say: I’ve got a bias 
here. 

Then again, so does Boone. 
Although he is usually de¬ 
scribed as a Texas oilman, 
that’s a bit of a misnomer. 
Boone has spent most of his 
career drilling not for oil but 
for natural gas, which he 
knows more about than just 
about anyone. His late-life 
occupation has been running 
a natural gas-oriented hedge 
fund, which has made him, 
at the age of 82, a billionaire 
several times over. 

Out of that deep knowledge 
has come a powerful belief: 
that the country’s energy sal¬ 
vation depends on moving 
away from the fuel we don’t 
have - namely, oil, where im¬ 
ports, some of which come 
“from our enemies” (to quote 
Boone), account for two- 
thirds of our oil needs. In¬ 
stead, we should move to a 


natural gas. Most experts say 
there is enough natural gas in 
the ground to last a century; 
Boone’s convinced that mod¬ 
ern drilling techniques will 
allow us to find enough for 
several centuries. 

His critics like to point out 
that anything that boosts natu¬ 
ral gas will put money in his 
pocket. But so what? He’s 
already plenty rich, and, he 
says, “I’m sure not doing this 
for the money.” Besides, he’s 
right. 

The bill introduced last week 
is an offshoot of the Pickens 
plan, his cri de coeur for en¬ 
ergy independence, which he 
put together in 2008 and has 
spent more than $80 million 
promoting. Although Boone 
believes that our continued 
reliance on OPEC oil is dan¬ 
gerous, he also knows that 
even if you drill, baby, drill, 
as many Republicans want, it 
won’t make much difference. 
Quite simply, America is run¬ 
ning out of oil. The Pickens 
plan calls for increased use 
of wind, solar, nuclear, even 
coal. “I’m for anything that’s 
American,” he said. 

But, of course, you can’t use 
solar or wind to power a ve¬ 
hicle, which is what most im¬ 
ported oil is used for. You can, 
however, use natural gas. Nor 
is this some pie-in-the-sky 
technology; there are already 
12 million vehicles around the 
world that use either liquefied 
or compressed natural gas, 
though only 140,000 in the 
U.S. (They’re mostly buses 
and trash haulers.) 

The Pickens bill creates tax 
incentives - $1 billion a year 
for five years - to encourage 
manufacturers to begin build¬ 
ing heavy-duty trucks that will 
be powered by natural gas in¬ 
stead of diesel. It also gives 
some tax incentives to truck- 
stop owners who install natu¬ 
ral gas filling stations to help 
create the infrastructure. 

On the face of it, this seems 
like a pretty small goal for a 
guy who’s got such big ideas 
about energy independence. 
Partly, Boone is being real¬ 
istic. It would be politically 
impossible to convert cars to 
natural gas or to ask for gigan¬ 
tic tax breaks in this time of 
austerity. □ 


Poetry for everyday life

Here’s a clunky but unremark¬ 
able sentence that appeared 
in the British press before the 
last national election: “Brit¬ 
ain’s recovery from the worst 
recession in decades is gain¬ 
ing traction, but confused eco¬ 
nomic data and the high risk 
of hung Parliament could yet 
snuff out its momentum.” 

The sentence is only worth 
quoting because in 28 words 
it contains four metaphors. 
Economies don’t really gain 
traction, like a tractor. Mo¬ 
mentum doesn’t literally get 
snuffed out, like a cigarette. 
We just use those metaphors, 
without even thinking about 
it, as a way to capture what is 
going on. 

In his fine new book, “I Is an 
Other,” James Geary reports 
on linguistic research suggest¬ 
ing that people use a metaphor 


every 10 to 25 words. Meta¬ 
phors are not rhetorical frills 
at the edge of how we think, 
Geary writes. They are at the 
very heart of it. 

George Lakoff and Mark 
Johnson, two of the leading 
researchers in this field, have 
pointed out that we often use 
food metaphors to describe 
the world of ideas. We devour 
a book, try to digest raw facts 
and attempt to regurgitate oth¬ 
er people’s ideas, even though 
they might be half-baked. 
When talking about relation¬ 
ships, we often use health 
metaphors. A friend might be 
involved in a sick relationship. 
Another might have a healthy 
marriage. 

When talking about argument, 
we use war metaphors. When 
talking about time, we often 
use money metaphors. But 
when talking about money, 
we rely on liquid metaphors. 
We dip into savings, sponge 
off friends or skim funds off 
the top. Even the job title 
stockbroker derives from the 
French word brocheur, the 
tavern worker who tapped the 
kegs of beer to get the liquid¬ 
ity flowing. 

The psychologist Michael 
Morris points out that when the 
stock market is going up, we 
tend to use agent metaphors, 
implying the market is a liv¬ 
ing thing with clear intentions. 


We say the market climbs or 
soars or fights its way upward. 
When the market goes down, 
on the other hand, we use ob¬ 
ject metaphors, implying it is 
inanimate. The market falls, 
plummets or slides. 

Most of us, when asked to stop 
and think about it, are by now 
aware of the pervasiveness of 
metaphorical thinking. But 
in the normal rush of events, 
we often see straight through 
metaphors, unaware of how 
they refract perceptions. So 
it’s probably important to 
pause once a month or so to 
pierce the illusion that we see 
the world directly. It’s good to 
pause to appreciate how flex¬ 
ible and tenuous our grip on 
reality actually is. 

Metaphors help compensate 
for our natural weaknesses. 
Most of us are not very good 
at thinking about abstractions 
or spiritual states, so we rely 
on concrete or spatial meta¬ 
phors to (imperfectly) do the 
job. A lifetime is pictured as a 
journey across a landscape. A 
person who is sad is down in 
the dumps, while a happy fel¬ 
low is riding high. 

Most of us are not good at un¬ 
derstanding new things, so we 
grasp them imperfectly by re¬ 
lating them metaphorically to 
things that already exist, the 
metaphor of separateness as a 
path to sanctification.Q

Tiger says swing change starting to nay off 


DONGGUAN, China (AP) — A 

new swing and some renewed en¬ 
thusiasm brought back the old Ti¬ 
ger Woods at last week’s Masters. 
The former top-ranked golfer, who 
finished in a tie for fourth place 
Sunday at Augusta National, was 
already back at work on Tuesday, 
promoting the game of the golf and 
his sponsors on a trip to China. 

“I hit the ball really well on the 
weekend and made some shots — 
those are shots I know I can hit. 
That was fun and exciting,” Woods 
said at the Mission Hills Dong- 
guan clubhouse near the southern 
Chinese city Shenzhen. “It’s really 
starting to feel pretty good. This 
week was a pretty good week.” 

The 14-time major champion hasn’t 
won a title since returning from a 
five-month break after revelations 
of marital infidelity last year. But 
at the Masters, he made a strong 
run with four birdies and an eagle 
on the front nine of the final round 
before faltering on the back. 


But while kicking off an Asian 
promotional tour, Woods credited 
swing coach Sean Foley, who started 
working with the American star at 
last year’s PGA Championship. 

“I played well and unfortunately 
just came up a little short on the 
back nine. But it was a fun front 
nine on Sunday. That was fun. Had 
a blast,” Woods said. “It was fun 
being in the mix. Unfortunately 
didn’t get it done.” 

Woods hasn’t won a tournament 
since his return last year. 

“When I was 25,1 was on tour and 
having a pretty good run out there 
at the time, won a few tournaments 
right about that age,” Woods said. 
“And at 35,1 haven’t won a thing.” 
But despite being happy with the 
overhaul of his driving, Woods told 
fans during an afternoon clinic that 
his putting was lacking, adding 
that his next goal is to fine-tune his 
short game. 

Woods’ off-the-course troubles 
don’t appear to have diminished 


his popularity in China. Hundreds 
of fans lined the fairway at the 18th 
hole of the course as Woods wrapped 
up his four-hole demonstration, 
cheering loudly when he made a 
good shot. Woods wore a wireless 
microphone so spectators could 
listen in as he plotted his strategy 
for each shot. 

He offered words of encouragement 
to five Chinese juniors, who played 
the final hole with him. Woods 
was particularly impressed with 
a 13-year-old junior who teed off 
after he did. Asked how far he 
drove when he was 13, Woods said, 
“not that far.” 

“Their futures are very bright,” 
Woods said. “It will be fun to 
watch their careers develop over 
the years.” 

Earlier Tuesday, Woods said he was 
impressed with the growth of golf in 
China, where the sport is booming, 
and has predicted Chinese golfers 
will break into the top 50 in the 
world. Q

Erik Morales: Biggest Win¬ 
ner? For a fighter who lost?

Then, 2Vi 
years later, he resumed his 
career in a weight class that 
seemed too heavy for him. 
He defeated three journeymen 
in his comeback but didn’t 
look like the Erik Morales 
we knew. Then he decided 
to fight Maidana, one of the 
true beasts in the sport.

MONACO (AP) Roger Fe¬ 
derer started his clay-court 
season on Tuesday by dis¬ 
patching Philipp Kohlsch¬ 
reiber of Germany 6-2, 6-1 
with precise shot-making in 
the second round of the Mon¬ 
te Carlo Masters. 

The Swiss star, seeded second 
after Novak Djokovic’s with¬ 
drawal, slammed forehand 
winners and performed ex¬ 
quisite drop shots and lobs on 
the run that few other players 
can make look so easy. 
“Clearly a good start for me 
into the clay-court season,” 
Federer said. 

“I was able to do all the things 
I was hoping to. I was consis¬ 
tent; consistently dangerous, 
too. I felt well in the offense, 
and in the defense I was fine.” 
He outplayed Kohlschreiber 
from the start, breaking his 
serve to begin both sets and 
wrapping up the win in only 
50 minutes. Kohlschreiber’s 
dejected body language 
showed he knew it was all 
over after only a handful of 
games. 

Federer, who has lost to top- 
ranked Rafael Nadal in the 
Monte Carlo final from 2006 
to 2008, had Kohlschreiber 
scampering helplessly around 
center court with a mixture 
of shots that were beyond the 
German’s reach. 

“I managed to vary the game 
well and not make too many 


mistakes,” said Federer, 
whose only title win this year 
was at the Qatar Open in Jan¬ 
uary. 

The 16-time Grand Slam 
champion broke Kohlsch¬ 
reiber twice in each set, saved 
the only break point he faced 
with an ace, and sealed victory 
with his fifth ace of the match 
to improve to 6-0 against the 
German. 

Federer, who trained with 
Kohlschreiber last summer, 
has only ever lost one set 
to him — in a tiebreaker at 
Wimbledon two years ago. 

“I think he can play a lot bet¬ 
ter than he did today,” Fe¬ 
derer said. “Sometimes there 
are opponents it works really 


well against. Others, you real¬ 
ize you have to work the point 
differently. 

I know how good Philipp is 
and how heavy his ball actu¬ 
ally is. I was actually quite 
surprised I was having no 
problems with his serve.” 
Federer clinched the open¬ 
ing set when Kohlschreiber 
sent a forehand long. Against 
the backdrop of the glittering 
Mediterranean sea, his play 
continued to sparkle in the 
second set. 

He hit a lob on the run from 
the back of the court, then 
sprinted to the net to retrieve

LONDON (AP) — American 
sports tycoon Stan Kroenke 
vowed Monday to turn Arsenal 
back into trophy winners after 
securing a controlling stake 
that clears the way for him to 
become the fifth U.S. owner of 
a Premier League club. While 
the Denver-based investor 
said he would bring “new suc¬ 
cess” to a club in the 
midst of a six-year 
title drought, he did 
not accompany the 
pledge with a com¬ 
mitment to spending 
heavily on new play¬ 
ers. Kroenke’s stake 
in Arsenal will rise 
from 29.9 percent to 62.89 
percent after agreeing to buy 
shares from fellow directors 
including Danny Fiszman and 
Nina Bracewell-Smith. The 
deal values the club at 731 
million pounds ($1.2 billion). 
By going over the 30 percent 
threshold, the 63-year-old 
Kroenke is obliged to mount 
a full takeover bid by making 
a mandatory cash offer for the 
remaining shares. “We are ex¬ 
cited about the opportunity to 
increase our involvement with 
and commitment to Arsenal,” 


Kroenke said in a statement to 
London’s Plus Market. “Ar¬ 
senal is a fantastic club with 
a special history and tradition 
and a wonderful manager in 
Arsene Wenger. We intend to 
build on this rich heritage and 
take the club to new success.” 
Success has been lacking at 
Arsenal since the London club 
won the FA Cup in 
2005 and Premier 
League a year earli¬ 
er. The 13-time Eng¬ 
lish champions are 
seven points behind 
Manchester United 
with seven matches 
remaining of the 
current title race but with a 
game in hand over the leaders. 
“It’s the end of an era but it’s 
also the beginning of an era,” 
Arsenal chief executive Ivan 
Gazidis said. “I don’t think we 
will see dramatic changes. At 
the same, I do think that Mr. 
Kroenke brings experience 
in the sports arena. He’s got 
tremendous experience in the 
United States and also expe¬ 
rience now over here in Eng¬ 
land.” Kroenke also owns the 
St. Louis Rams of the NFL, 
the Denver Nuggets of the 


NBA, the Colorado Avalanche 
of the NHL and the Colorado 
Rapids of Major League Soc¬ 
cer. Manchester United fell 
under American ownership in 
2005 when Malcolm Glazer 
took charge, and he has been 
followed by compatriots John 
Henry at Liverpool, Randy 
Lerner at Aston Villa and El¬ 
lis Short at Sunderland. Chel¬ 
sea, Manchester City, Fulham, 
Blackburn and Birmingham 
are also owned by foreigners. 
Leveraged takeovers at Liver¬ 
pool by Tom Hicks and George 
Gillett Jr., who were forced to 
sell the club to Henry’s own¬ 
ership group last year, and the 
Glazer family at Manchester 
United enraged fans by load¬ 
ing their teams with new debt. 
Kroenke insisted on Mon¬ 
day that his takeover “will 
not be funded by way of any 
debt finance.” Kroenke has 
also pledged to “support and 
adhere to the self-sustaining 
business model” at Arsenal, 
which has a tradition of being 
well-run, avoiding big trans¬ 
fer fees and relying on talent 
developed through its youth 
teams. Wenger has had time 
to get to know Kroenke, who 


has been steadily increasing 
his holding in Arsenal since 
buying a 9.99 percent stake 


in April 2007 and joining the 
board of directors within 18 
months. 

“I have worked with Stan 
Kroenke at board meet¬ 
ings over the past couple of 
years and I believe he has 
the best interests of Arsenal 
at heart,” Wenger said. “He 
understands the club’s heri¬ 
tage and traditions and our 
ambition to run the club in 
a way which protects our 
long-term future.”□ 
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NCAA’S Double Standard

I don’t know about you, but 
I had a hard time stomaching 
the sight of Jim Calhoun 
holding the championship 
trophy after last week’s final 
game of the NCAA men’s 
basketball tournament. 

Not because it was a lousy 
game (though it was), 
but because Calhoun, 
the pugnacious coach 
of the University 
of Connecticut 
“program” - as the 
big-money Division 
I teams are called - 
shouldn’t have been 
allowed anywhere near the 
gym. Just weeks earlier, 
the NCAA had sanctioned 
him for “failing to create an 
atmosphere of compliance” 
with its recruiting rules. 
To put it more bluntly: 
UConn cheated. Among the 
punishments meted out was 
a three-game suspension for 
Calhoun. 

But this is the NCAA we’re 
talking about, an organization 
that bends over backward 
to accommodate big-time 
basketball schools like 
Connecticut that drive TV 
ratings, and marquee coaches 
like Calhoun, who, with his 
$2.3 million salary, is the 
highest-paid state employee 
in Connecticut. March 
Madness was right around 
the corner, so Calhoun’s 
suspension was (of course!) 
deferred until next season, 
allowing him to coach the 
team during the tournament. 
One of his own players 
described the school’s 
penalties as “a slap on the 
wrist.” 

Shortly after Calhoun was 
handed his punishment, 
another member of an NCAA 
Division I program was also 
suspended - in his case, for 


six games. But he wasn’t a 
multimillionaire coach. Rather, 
he was 19-year-old Perry 
Jones III, a talented, 6-foot-ll, 
African-American freshman 
at Baylor University who, 
coincidentally, was the subject 
of a terrific profile by Michael 
Sokolove in The New York 
Times Magazine a month ago. 
Was Jones allowed to delay 
his suspension? Surely you 
jest. The NCAA suspended 
him literally hours before the 
team’s conference tournament. 
Without Jones, Baylor lost big. 
That Baylor’s season ended on 
such a sour note is hardly the 
tragedy here, of course. What 
is infuriating are the different 
ways Jones and Calhoun were 
treated, especially when you 
look at what they did. In trying 
to land a prized 
recruit, Calhoun and 
UConn broke the 
rules egregiously and 
repeatedly. Jones’ 
main crime was that 
he is poor. 

Jones was in 10th 
grade when he 
supposedly broke the NCAA’s 
rules. 

(That’s right. You can break 
NCAA rules years before you 
become part of the NCAA.) 
His mother, a cafeteria worker, 
has a heart condition so serious 
that she will likely need a 
transplant. Sometimes she’s 
confined to a wheelchair, 
causing her to miss work. 
During one such period, she 
got behind on her rent. 

Three times, she asked Jones’ 
AAU coach, whom she’d 
known for years, to lend her 
$1,200 to pay the rent. Each 
time, she repaid the loan as 
soon as she got her paycheck. 
That, believe it or not, is Jones’ 
transgression. 

Jones says he had no idea 
his mother was borrowing 
money to pay the rent, which 
is completely believable. If 
you needed a short-term loan 
to keep from getting evicted, 
would you tell your teenage 
son? Yet the NCAA says that 
because she got the money 
from the coach, Jones was 
getting a benefit not available 
to nonathletes. 

(Jones’ second transgression 
was going to a preseason 
Dallas Cowboys game with 
that same coach. □

Social-networking 
efforts have sprouted up and 
a sellout crowd is expected, 
with everything from a sit- 
in afterward to a boycott 
beforehand among the 
possibilities planned. 

Signs reading “Save Our 
Kings” and billboards across 
town plastered “It’s Not Over” 
have been the widespread 
themes thus far, and there will 
surely be countless posters — 
maybe even a few cowbells 
— at the finale. 

Lor most, the Lakers game 
offers a chance to vent any 
feelings — frustration, anger, 
joy, whatever — one last time. 
“It’s a Hail Mary pass, it’s 
the bottom of the ninth, it’s 
the 15th round, whatever 
sports analogy you want to 
use,” said Carmichael Dave, 
a Sacramento sports-talk 
host who helped form the 
group “Here We Build,” a 
grass roots initiative aimed at 
raising funds for a new arena. 
“We’re going down with a 
fight.” 

Hours after the final buzzer 
sounds, the NBA Board of 
Governors will begin meeting 
a continent away in New York 
to start deciding Sacramento’s 
basketball fate. 


Kings owners Joe and Gavin 
Maloof, who are not expected 
to attend the season finale, 
are scheduled to make a pitch 
to fellow owners to move 
the franchise to Anaheim 
next season, and Sacramento 
Mayor Kevin Johnson — a 
former NBA All-Star — also 
will attend the meeting to 
plead the city’s case to keep the 


franchise.The Maloofs have 
until Monday to officially file 
for permission to relocate, 
and a vote would likely come 
within weeks of that request. 
All that’s required is approval 
by a simple majority of the

Fecundity or being able to 
have children has always been 
an issue. Virtually all cultures 
have had a means of venerat¬ 
ing the Supreme Being as a 
Divine Female that could be 
asked to help with fertility 
problems. Whether you al¬ 
ready have child and would 
like more children or hope to 
have a family in the future, 
the physical and psychologi¬ 
cal health of both partners as 
well as lifestyle can greatly 
affect your chances of getting 
pregnant and having a healthy 
baby.

Many couples 
need extra time or medical 
intervention to get pregnant. 
We have found many of our 
fecundity (fertility/pregnancy) 
patients have a health imbal¬ 
ance, emotional stress or sim¬ 
ply need sexual education. 
Our couples have had suc¬ 
cess using a combination of 
detoxification, clinical nutri¬ 
tion, couples counseling and 
Traditional Chinese Medical 
(TCM) therapies that we offer 
in our clinic. We have found 
that by supporting and balanc¬ 
ing both partners, we can en¬ 
hance the positive outcomes. 

Women tend to have

sperm, so tight underwear, hot 
tub, saunas, and frequent long¬ 
distance bike rides can greatly 
reduce your sperm count. 

In both we want to make sure 
that neither smokes tobacco 
nor marijuana nor uses alcohol 
to excess. Studies show that 
under or overweight couples 
have a harder time getting 
pregnant and having a healthy 
pregnancy. 

Reports show that men work¬ 
ing with pesticides have high¬ 
er rates of infertility. Women, 
whose mother’s were exposed 
to the pesticide, DDT needed 
increased time to get preg¬ 
nant. Another fertility and 
health concern is a chemical 
used plastics and the lining of 
cans, bisphenol A (BPA). The 
latest studies show that men 
who carry cell phones in pants 
pocket or clipped to their belts 
may be exposing their testicles 
to damaging radiofrequency 
electromagnetic waves ac¬ 
cording to Ashok Agarwal, 
PhD, director of the Center for 
Reproductive Medicine at the 
Glickman Urological and Kid¬ 
ney Institute in Cleveland.

A small, easy, reus¬ 
able microscope, available in 
pharmacies and through gyne¬ 
cologists can accurately show 
your ovulation (fertility) cycle 
with a drop of saliva. When 
you know your fertile days, 
planning is easier. 

I recommend the man-on-top 
position which allows for the 
deepest penetration and places 
sperm closer to egg. When 
a woman has an orgasm the 
mouth of the womb extends 
to the vaginal floor and picks 
up the sperm. I recommend 
woman have an orgasm after 
their partner. Lastly, stress 
can affect appetite, emotions, 
and the hormones required 
to release the eggs. If you’re 
stressed out, you may ovulate 
later or not at all. As many 
couples trying to get pregnant 
know, feeling anxious and 
overwhelmed can kill your sex 
drive. 

In early pregnancy a woman’s 
body produces an elevated 
level of hCG (human chori¬ 
onic gonadotropin). About 14 
days after fertilization (the 
time you would expect your 
period) the amount of HCG 
has increased so that, some 
home pregnancy tests may 
be able to detect the hormone 
in your urine and give you a 
positive result. Most home 
pregnancy tests are not sensi¬ 
tive enough to guarantee you 
an accurate result in a couple 
of days of conceiving. You’re 
more likely to get an accurate 
result if you wait until a week 
after your expected period be¬ 
fore testing.

MOSCOW - Russia must 
preserve its pre-eminence in 


space, President Dmitry Med¬ 
vedev declared Tuesday on 
the 50th anniversary of the 
first human spaceflight by 


cosmonaut Yuri Gagarin. 

The statement followed warn¬ 
ings by another cosmonaut 
that Russia risks losing its 
edge in space research by 
relying solely on Soviet-era 
achievements and doing little 
to develop new space tech¬ 
nologies. 

Gagarin’s 108-minute mission 
on April 12, 1961, remains a 
source of great national pride, 
and Russia marked the day 
with fanfare resembling Sovi¬ 
et-era celebrations. 

Schools had special lessons 
dedicated to Gagarin, bill¬ 
boards carried his smiling face 
and national television chan¬ 
nels broadcast a flow of mov¬ 
ies and documentaries about 
the flight. 


“We were the first to fly to 
space and have had a great 
number of achievements, and 
we mustn’t lose our advan¬ 
tage,” Medvedev said during 
a visit to Mission Control out¬ 
side Moscow. 

On Monday, Svetlana Sav¬ 
itskaya, who flew space mis¬ 
sions in 1982 and 1984 and 
became the first woman to 
make a spacewalk, harshly 
criticized the Kremlin for pay¬ 
ing little attention to space re¬ 
search after the 1991 collapse 
of the Soviet Union. 

“There’s nothing new to be 
proud of in the last 20 years,” 
said Savitskaya, a member of 
Russian parliament from the 
Communist Party.□ 


Apple manufacturer Foxconn considers Brazil plant

BEIJING/SAO PAULO - IPhone maker Foxconn Technol¬ 
ogy Group is considering investing $12 billion in Brazil, a 
move that could benefit clients such as Apple Inc looking to 
break into the world’s No. 8 economy. 

Brazilian president Dilma Rousseff said on Tuesday her gov¬ 
ernment is studying Foxconn’s investment plan, the latest 
move by the manufacturer to expand its manufacturing opera¬ 
tions beyond the booming southern Chinese city of Shenzhen. 
Rising labor costs have forced many companies to set up op¬ 
erations in cheaper parts of China, but a Foxconn move into 
Brazil would help tech companies sidestep hefty import tariffs 
on products they sell in the South American country. Other 
clients of Foxconn include Hewlett Packard and Dell. 

Tech companies are keen to sell to Brazilian consumers hun¬ 
gry for high-end electronics, but gadgets are often priced out 
of the market because of high production costs and import tar¬ 
iffs. Apple’s cheapest iPad, for example, retails for about $860 
in Brazil, versus $400 in the United States.□

Nokia said the two models the 
E6 and X7 have longer bat¬ 
tery life, better text input and 
new Ovi Maps applications 
with improved search and 
public transport routes. 

The Nokia E6, with a standard 
QWERTY keypad and high 
resolution touch display, is 
aimed at corporate customers, 


while the Nokia X7 is an en¬ 
tertainment-focused handset 
with a 4-inch (10-centimeter) 
display made for games. 

The world’s largest cellphone 
maker did not price the hand¬ 
sets. 

Markets seemed unimpressed 
by the announcement, which 
comes as Nokia continues to 
struggle against stiff compe¬ 
tition, especially from Apple 
Inc. and Research in Motion 
Ltd. 

Nokia stock fell more than 
3 percent to euro6.08 on the 
Helsinki Stock Exchange. 
More than 200 million phones, 


with 150 million more expect¬ 
ed on the market, use Symbian 
technology, seen by some de¬ 
velopers as clumsy and dated. 
At the end of last year, it was 
surpassed by Android as the 
world’s No. 1 smart phone 
software. 

Nokia said the new, faster 
Symbian software, known as 
Symbian Anna, will be avail¬ 
able for previously released 
top models, including the N8, 
E7, C7 and C6-01 devices “in 
coming months.” 

In February, Nokia and Mi¬ 
crosoft surprised the industry 
by announcing they were join¬ 


ing forces to challenge major 
rivals. Nokia said it will use 
Microsoft Corp.’s Windows 
Phone software as the main 
platform for its smartphones 


but will continue to develop 
and use the new Symbian soft¬ 
ware.

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Wall St drops on oil’s 
fall, Alcoa’s revenue 
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The Dow Jones industrial average rose 1.06 points, or 0.01 
percent, at 12,381.11.

NEW YORK - Stock indexes slid 1 percent on Tuesday as 
oil prices sank and Alcoa’s leaner-than-expected revenue 
started the earnings season on a disappointing note. 

Energy stocks turned in the worst performance, with the 
S&P Energy Index (.GSPE) losing 3.2 percent alongside 
oil prices. U.S. crude futures fell 3.4 percent to $106.18 
per barrel while Brent crude dropped 2.4 percent to 
$121.05. Dow component Chevron 
Corp (CVX.N) dropped 3.2 percent 
to $104.32. Goldman Sachs shook 
oil markets for a second day after it 
called for a fall of almost $20 in the 
price of Brent crude oil in coming 
months. 

“There’s growing recognition that 
the recovery is fragile in a lot of 
ways, and that we can’t totally rely on demand from China, 
India or Brazil to keep us rising,” said Randy Bateman, 
who helps oversee $14.5 billion as chief investment offi¬ 
cer of Huntington Asset Management in Columbus, Ohio. 
“Energy stocks are recognizing that, and investors looking 
to take profits are taking them there.” 

The International Energy Agency also said high prices 
could curb oil demand. U.S. crude is up about 16 percent 
since the start of the year.Q 

BP s tie-up with Rusia 

Rosneft deal uncertain 
after Sechin quits

LONDON - BP’s (BP.L) planned $18 billion tie-up with Rus¬ 
sia’s Rosneft (ROSN.MM) was looking even more uncertain 
after chief backer Igor Sechin stood down as Rosneft chairman, 
and sources said BP faced a new legal challenge. 

Deputy Prime Minister Sechin resigned his position after Presi¬ 
dent Dmitry Medvedev ordered the removal of ministers from 
the boards of state companies as part of his campaign to sepa¬ 
rate politics and business. 

BP’s tie-up with state-controlled Rosneft (ROSN.MM) is al¬ 
ready blocked by a court injunction secured by BP’s Russian 
partners in its TNK-BP (TNBP.MM) venture, and analysts said 
Sechin’s departure could reduce any political pressure on the 
oligarchs to drop their opposition. 

“Now the Rosneft chairman has quit, it makes it even less likely 
the deal will go through,” said Dougie Youngson, an oil analyst 
at Arbuthnot. □

Business travel spending to grow 7%

NEW YORK, (AP) — Business travelers are forecast to spend 
$245.8 billion this year, up nearly 7 percent from 2010, thanks 
to improving economic conditions and increasing corporate 
confidence, an industry trade group said Tuesday. That predic¬ 
tion is $6.5 billion better than an outlook released in January, 
and growth is expected to continue at least through 2012. 
“These are very heartening signs. Business travel spending is 
coming back at robust levels, indicating the shape of things to 
come — namely more travelers on the road, an improving econ¬ 
omy and a positive environment for continued job growth,” Mi¬ 
chael W. McCormick, executive director of the Global Business 
Travel Association said in a statement. 

Spending picked up at the end of 2010, with business travelers 
taking 113.6 million trips during the fourth quarter. They spent 
$60.6 billion, up more than 12 percent from the same period in 
2009. For the first quarter of 2011, preliminary numbers show 
that travelers spent $60.2 billion, up 4 percent from the year be¬ 
fore. Half of this year’s spending growth will come from more 
expensive airfare, hotels, car rentals and meals. The average 
business trip in 2010 cost $533, according to the group. For 
2011, it is expected to climb 3.4 percent to $551. Pricier inter¬ 
national travel is also growing faster than domestic trips. 

While the industry is concerned about the higher price of oil, 
the association said it would not derail travel. If oil hits $150 a 
barrel, the group expects business travelers to spend $5.8 bil¬ 
lion, or 1.5 percent less and make 700,000 fewer trips during 
2012 and 2013. A scenario at $200 a barrel would lead to an ex¬ 
pected loss of $9 billion in spending and 2.7million fewer trips 
but would not stop the overall growth in travel, the association 
said.Q 


Gas drilling’s promise rile townsfolk

Ron Hilliard came back from church one 
Sunday to find hundreds of plastic $5, $10, $20 
and $100 bills hanging on his fence in Flower 
Mound, Texas, another message 
from townsfolk angry at him for 
signing a lucrative natural gas 
drilling lease for his suburban 
Dallas property. 

In Damascus, Pa., about 1,500 
miles away, drilling advocate 
Marian Schweighofer awoke 
one morning to the word “LORAX” from the 
Dr. Seuss book about environmental destruction 
spray-painted on the road near her family’s 
712-acre farm. 

Hilliard and Schweighofer have never met, yet 
both are living with the nastiness and rancor 


erupting in communities nationwide over 
the volatile issue of hydraulic fracturing, or 
fracking. This technique used with horizontal 
drilling allows rich stores of gas to be extracted 
from once out-of-reach, dense shale formations 
more than a mile underground. Intense 
drilling activity is under way in the 
Barnett Shale of Texas, the Marcellus 
Shale of Pennsylvania, and other 
producing shale regions around the 
country. As tens of thousands of 
Americans become energy magnates in 
their own backyards, tens of thousands 
more worry about environmental dangers. The 
industry insists the process is safe, for people 
and the environment. This energy boom has 
turned neighbor against neighbor, split towns 
and families in bitter disputes, and touched 
off sharp debates over the sudden emergence 


of gas companies and their 14-story drilling 
rigs, some rising in the middle of towns and 
neighborhoods. 

One side touts the jobs and prosperity drilling 
brings, allowing businesses to flourish and 
down-on-their-luck farmers to hang on to their 
land. Gas leases have made millionaires of 
some property owners. Regions long struggling 
economically are suddenly flush. On the other 
side are those who either won’t gain anything 
or fervently believe the wealth isn’t worth the 
risk. Alarmed by toxic spills, scattered drill site 
explosions and tainted drinking water, they fear 
a reduced quality of life and declining property 
values.“Those who own their mineral rights are 
happier than a pig in mud,” said Flower Mound 
resident Chris Tomlinson, who is making 
thousands of dollars a month from the gas wells 
drilled on his land. □

NEW YORK - John Travolta 
says his upcoming performance 
as an infamous New York ma¬ 
fia boss will offer audiences a 
movie they can’t refuse. 

The star, set to play late Gambi- 
no crime family boss John Gotti 
joined director Nick Cassavetes 
and Gotti’s son John “Junior” 

Gotti to reveal details about 
the film “Gotti: Three Genera¬ 
tions.” 

“This is probably the most in¬ 
teresting untold story in this 
country. What a character to ap¬ 
proach!” Travolta told a press 
conference in New York, where 
the film will be shot later this 
year. 

Travolta, wearing a green tie and his hair close- 
cropped, said that Gotti who died in prison in 
2002, was an old school mafioso who lived by 
“a moral code.” 

In his long and bloody career as head of one of 
the historic five New York Italian mafia fami¬ 
lies, Gotti won public sympathy for his styl¬ 
ish appearance and wit. He was known as the 
“Dapper Don” and also the “Teflon Don” for 
his longtime ability to beat federal prosecutors 
in court. 

“I like the glamour he had,” Travolta said. “He 
charmed the press, he charmed his family.” 

The dark side, Travolta said, included “the 
paranoia, the fear, the putting the family at 
risk.” 

To research the part, Travolta plans to study as 
much original video footage as possible and to

NEW YORK - Above a

In a telephone interview from 
her home in Hawaii, Soetoro- 
Ng told The Associated Press 
that she thought of her moth¬ 
er “a lot during my pregnan¬ 
cy, having come across boxes 
full of my children’s books 
and toys that she had saved 
for me. That moment was a 
great shuddering moment of 
love and longing. I really did 
want to somehow connect 
the two of them.” 

She and husband, Konrad Ng, 
chose the name Suhaila be¬ 
cause it means “glow around 
the moon” in Sanskrit. 

The book describes how one 
night, a golden ladder appears 
at the girl’s open bedroom 
window with her grandmoth¬ 
er, hair flowing down her 
back and silver bangles tin¬ 
kling on her arms.

NEW YORK - A 19th cen¬ 
tury painting of St. Petersburg 
that Mikhail Baryshnikov 
purchased decades ago, and 
depicting the Russian city he 
loved, was auctioned 
Tuesday for $746,500 
to benefit the famous 
dancer’s New York 
City performing arts 
center. The proceeds 
from the Sotheby’s 
sale will go toward 
new programming 
at the Baryshnikov Arts Cen¬ 
ter. A German private collec¬ 
tor placed the winning bid by 
telephone for “View of St. 
Petersburg” by Petr Petro¬ 
vich Vereshchagin. The pre¬ 
sale estimate for the cityscape 
was $300,000 to $500,000. 
Baryshnikov recently donated 
the painting to the center’s 
foundation so it could sell 
it to raise money to develop 
new programming from the¬ 
ater directors, musicians and 
choreographers. Baryshnikov 
serves as artistic director of 
the center that he founded in 
2005 as a “creative laborato¬ 
ry” and performance space for 
multidisciplinary artists from 
around the world. It houses 
four studios, a studio theater 
and the 232-seat Jerome Rob¬ 
bins Theater in Manhattan’s 
Hell’s Kitchen, offering per¬ 
formances in chamber music, 


dance, theater and visual arts 
and film screenings. In a re¬ 
cent interview with The As¬ 
sociated Press, Baryshnikov 
said he purchased the painting 
at a Helsinki gal¬ 
lery around 1978. 
While it held sen¬ 
timental value be¬ 
cause he “spent the 
best of my youth” 
in St. Petersburg, 
he felt the money 
from the sale could 
be used to produce new art at 
his center. “That’s much more 
important than a look back 
and being nostalgic about the 
past,” he said. Baryshnikov 
said his nonprofit arts center 
did not yet have an endow¬ 
ment and relied on donations 
from individual and corpora¬ 
tions. 

He has already donated hun¬ 
dreds of works from his exten¬ 
sive 19th- and 20th-century 
art collection to the founda¬ 
tion but said the Vereshchagin 
work was the first to be sold 
to benefit the organization. 
Eventually, Baryshnikov said 
he planned to donate all his 
artworks to the foundation. 
Baryshnikov called Veresh¬ 
chagin’s work “extraordi¬ 
narily detailed and beautifully 
lit,” offering a “very recogniz¬ 
able” panoramic view of St. 
Petersburg. □

Doctors don’t 
always take 
own advice 

NEW YORK- When doctors 
step into their patients’ shoes, 
their treatment decisions 
don’t always line up with the 
advice they give in their clin¬ 
ics, a U.S. survey says. 

Faced with hypothetical treat¬ 
ment scenarios, when they 
imagined themselves as the 
sick person, doctors more of¬ 
ten chose therapies that car¬ 
ried a higher risk of death but 
fewer severe side effects, said 
the survey, in the Archives of 
Internal Medicine. 

“I don’t think any patient 
would expect that. 

If they found out, they would 
raise a lot of questions,” said 
Peter Ubel, at Duke Univer¬ 
sity, who led the research. 

“It has nothing to do with 
moral. 

It has everything to do with 
human nature. 

The doctors don’t even know 
they are behaving this way.” 
In the survey, two sets of 
questions were sent to prima¬ 
ry care physicians around the 
United States. 

One set asked about different 
types of hypothetical colon 
cancer surgery and another 
about a treatment for bird flu. 
The doctors received either a 
survey that asked them to as¬ 
sume they were the patient, 
or one that asked them about 
their advice for patients.□

MILPITAS, Calif. - Gov. Jer¬ 
ry Brown on Tuesday signed 


legislation requiring Califor¬ 
nia utilities to get one-third of 
their power from renewable 
sources, giving the state the 
most aggressive alternative 
energy mandate in the U.S. 
California utilities and other 
electricity providers have un¬ 
til the end of 2020 to draw 
33 percent of their power 
from solar panels, windmills 
and other renewable sources. 
Brown signed the bill at a so¬ 
lar panel manufacturing plant 
near San Jose. 

“There are people who think 
we can drill our way to hap¬ 
piness and prosperity,” the 
Democratic governor told 
hundreds of plant workers and 
other supporters gathered to 
witness the signing. “Instead 
of just taking oil from thou¬ 
sands of miles away, we’re 
taking the sun and converting 
it.”

Critics of the legislation said 
sticking with traditional en¬ 
ergy sources such as coal and 
natural gas would be cheaper, 
keeping costs down for busi¬ 
ness and residential ratepay¬ 
ers. Business groups point to 
estimates that the higher stan¬ 
dard could drive up electricity 
costs for California ratepayers 
by more than 7 percent, de¬ 
spite language in the legisla¬ 
tion to limit cost increases. 
“Industry in California al¬ 
ready pays electricity rates 
about 50 percent higher than 
the rest of the country,” said 
Gino DiCaro, spokesman for 
the California Manufactur¬ 
ers and Technology Associa¬ 
tion. “With 33 percent, those 
rates are going to go up even 
more.’Q

- NASA’s three remaining 
space shuttles will go to Cape 
Canaveral, Los Angeles and 
suburban Washington when 
the program ends this sum¬ 
mer, the space agency said 
Tuesday. 

The announcement came on 
the 30th anniversary of the 
first space shuttle flight and 
the 50th anniversary of man’s 
first journey into space. 
Shuttle Atlantis will stay in 
Cape Canaveral at the Kenne¬ 
dy Space Center Visitor Com¬ 
plex, just miles from the pair 
of launch pads where it was 
shot into space.

built; and Discovery’s new 
home will be the Smithsonian 
Institution’s branch in north¬ 
ern Virginia. 

The Smithsonian is giving 
up the prototype Enterprise, 
which NASA said Tuesday 
will now go to New York 
City’s Intrepid museum. En¬ 
terprise was used for test 
flights in the 1970s. 

“For all of them, take good 
care of our vehicles,” said 
NASA Administrator Charles 
Bolden, a former astronaut, as 
he choked up.

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Descubren narco escuela de aviacion en Panama 


PANAMA (AP)- Agentes antinarcoticos desarticu- 
laron una organizacion que usaba como fachada una 
escuela de aviacion para traficar cocaina, en un op- 
erativo que dejo 25 detenidos, entre los cuales hay un 
mexicano y cinco colombianos. 

El operativo incluyo el arresto de 19 panamenos y el 
decomiso 265 kilos de cocaina, 14 aeronaves, 15 ve- 
hiculos y 16.000 dolares en efectivo asi como cinco 
armas de fuego, informo el fiscal antidrogas Javier 
Caravallo. 

“La investigacion lleva meses de vigilancia, fue ayer 
(lunes) que se procedio a realizar las diligencias de 
allanamiento. 

Estamos ubicando otros bienes, de momento ten- 
emos asegurada la escuela de aviacion, la investig¬ 
acion esta comenzando”, dijo el fiscal. 


El fiscal dijo que “seria especulacion decir que apr- 
ovechaban de estudiantes” de aviacion para efectuar 
el trasiego de droga, pero si indico que la academia 
tenia anos de operar bajo el nombre de Instituto 
Superior de Aviacion y que la misma signified una 
fuerte inversion economica para establecerla. 

Nadie respondio las llamadas a la academia en busca 
de comentarios respecto a las revelaciones de las au- 
toridades. La policia dijo en un comunicado que la 
organizacion derrumbada “se dedicaba a traficar con 
droga proveniente de Buenaventura, Colombia, utili- 
zando Panama como puente, para luego hacerla lie- 
gar a los mercados internacionales, principalmente 
Norteamerica”. 

Agrego que las “investigaciones revelan que el 
material ilicito salio de los frentes 57 y 30 de las 


FARC y algunas veces de las bandas criminales, re- 
ductos de paramilitares que operan en el sector de 
Buenaventura”. 

Segun los informes la red desarticulada se encargaba 
de trasladar la droga desde la region panamena del 
Darien, fronteriza con Colombia, hasta el centro de 
Panama, en donde era entregada a centroamerica- 
nos, quienes la hacian pasar por diferentes medios 
—aereos, maritimos y terrestres— para entregarla a 
carteles de la droga que operan en la region. No se 
informo de momento cuanto droga habia traficado 
la red. 

La policia encontro dentro de un camion con doble 
fondo estacionado en una propiedad de uno de los 
duenos de la escuela de aviacion 100 kilos de co¬ 
caina que fueron confiscado en el operativo.□ 


Alistan aprobacion de 
ley de vi'ctimas de 
conflicto colombiano 

COLOMBIA (AP)- Una comision legislativa le dio el visto 
bueno a una ambiciosa “ley de victimas” con la cual se aspira 
a indemnizar o reparar a cuatro millones de personas afectadas 
por el conflicto armado interno de Colombia y con una vigencia 
de 10 anos. 

La ley contempla devolver tierras robadas o despojadas y la 
reparacion economica para victimas de grupos armados ilegales 
y del Estado a partir del 1 de enero de 1985. 

El proyecto de ley fue aprobado por la Comision Primera del 
Senado, encargada de temas constitucionales y de paz, consti- 
tuida por 18 congresistas. 

Se calcula que la aprobacion del proyecto en el plenario de 102 
senadores, a principios de mayo, se producira sin tropiezos, 
debido a que en la Comision hay representacion de todos los 
partidos politicos. 

De acuerdo con el gobiemo, la ley le costaria al menos 40 bil- 
lones de pesos (unos 20.000 millones de dolares), con tope 
maximo de 10.000 dolares por victima, y quienes reciban la 
reparacion se comprometen a no demandar al Estado. 

Tambien quedo estipulado que la restitucion de tierras empe- 
zara a realizarse desde 1991. □
